HEALTH OFFICERS TO MEET IN SAN DIEGO 


The Department of Public Health of the California 
League of Municipalities will hold its regular annual 


meeting in San Diego September 26-29, 1932. This 


meeting will be held as usual in conjunction with the 
annual convention of the League of California Muniec- 


ipalities. Dr. W. B. Wells of Riverside, president of | 


the department, has held many conferences with the 
members of the program committee and a tentative 
program has been prepared. This will be published 
in an early issue of the WEEKLY BULLETIN. 


_ Many interesting features have been provided and 


subjects that are related closely to the unusual social 
conditions that prevail will receive careful considera- 
ation. It is generally believed that public health 
problems in the immediate future will be more acute 


than they have been during the past two years. It | 


is conceded generally that the results of the economic 
depression have, as yet, not exerted a profound infiu- 
ence upon public health conditions. During the next 
few years health departments generally will undoubt- 
edly be burdened with problems that will arise in the 
wake of the period of unemployment, under-nutri- 
tion, exposure and faulty housing conditions that 
have prevailed to a certain extent since 1929. To be 
prepared to meet these problems is the duty of every 


health officer and attendance at the San Diego meet- 


ing will help to provide equipment for the solution of 
important public health problems. Attendance may 
require individual sacrifices but it is believed that 
many health officers will make such sacrifices in order 
that the people of their respective communities may 
benefit through the improved service that will follow 
as a result of conferences with other health officers. 
The meetings will be open to public health nurses and 
interested individuals. — 
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SANTA CLARA COUNTY HEALTH DEPART- 
MENT REPORTS 


The Santa Clara County Health Department, of 
which Dr. C. M. Burchfiel is health officer, has issued 
its report for the year 1931. The total population of 
Santa Clara County is 145,000. The Santa Clara 
County Health Department serves 73,000 individuals, 
embracing within its jurisdiction all of the rural and 
incorporated territory of the county, with the excep- 
tion of Palo Alto, San Jose and Morgan Hill. The 
report covers communicable disease control, public 


health nursing, child hygiene, maternal welfare, tuber- 


culosis control, school health, dairy inspection, food 
and meat inspection, laboratory, and vital statistics. 
Many other activities pertaining to social work are 
also undertaken by the health department. 


Preparation for the practice of nursing has under- 
gone many changes. The early public health nurses 
were trained through experience. 
Topsy did, uninformed, though often willing workers. 


They secured their knowledge at the expense of the 


community. This is no longer necessary, nor is it 
desirable. Training, and good training, is available 
and should be insisted upon. This is not a sudden 
thought, but as health officials, public health nurses 
and the communities employing them see the need for 
well-prepared nurses, so the demand will come and 
will be met through public health nurses who possess 
not only better technique but a better understanding 
of human needs.—Wisconsin Health Bulletin.
